The most widespread expression of 


opinion on the all-pervasive supremo 
court issue swept toward its climax to- 
day as the NEA Service supreme court 
poll reached a total of 356,528 votes tab- 
ulated. 


They came from communites served 


by 223 newspapers scattered through 
42 states. 


Total vote thus far tabulated is: 


for the plan to reorganize the supreme 
court, 120,696; against it, 235,832. 


The total of communities favoring 


the plan fell t<j 54 today, leaving 169 
whose majority vote was against it. 
The voting averages nearly 1600 bal- 
lots for each newspaper taking part. 


Votes against the plan continued to 


dominate the poll by a majority of 
almost two to one, as th«:y have since 
the first day. fine percentage of fav- 
orable votes Blumped almost imper- 
ceptibly in today's tabulation, to 33, 
with 67 per cent against the plan, re- 
maining within the narrow range of 
fluctuation which has been the rule 
of every day's"new tabulation.

to facilitate removal of refugees from 
lowland areas to refugees camps at 
Barton and other places out of the 
flood zone. 


The proclamation said the emergency 


apparently has ended and that the 
martial law staus is not needed during 
the period of rehabilitation and return 
of refugees to their homes. 


All National Guards troops, except

Security Proposal 


May Tax From Year to 


Year, Instead of Build- 
ing Up Big Reserves

WASHINGTON. — Credit Secretary 


Morgenthau with throwing a spotlight, 
although for just a moment, on one of 
the underlying big problems incident 
to operation of the social security act 


Within 17 years, he said, "various 


laws, such as social security, sinking 
fund, and so forth, will absorb about 
530,000,000,000 worth of public debt," 


Don't be misled into thinking the 


social security money will be used to 
retire the government debt. That isn't 
the law. His statement simply means 
that in about 17 years the social secur- 
ity act, together with sinking fund 
"and 
so forth" will pile money into 


the treasury, and the treasury will in- 
vest it, just like an insurance com- 
pany. 


But in connection with the prospect 


of such a sum massing in the hands of 
government (and some estimate it may 
nearly double that) many questions 
arise that got in the hair of practical 
politicians as well as in the hair of 
economists. 


Questions 


What if there came along a first line 


war, or a number one national emer- 
gency, or a lot of pesky little emer- 
gencies? How well would the govern- 
ment withstand the temptation to dip 
into the pot, take it all in the name of 
national emergency or pinch it off in 
bits in the name of national exigency? 


Suppose a depression came along and 


the middle-aged and near-pension- 
aged folk decided they needed the 
money right away instead of waiting? 
and the inflationists insisted that thy 
pension suvings under social security 
ought to be pumped into business to 
perk up business? And columns of 
elderly and nuur elderly marched on 
Washington demanding pre-paymeut

Tax Reduction Bill 
Is Started Through 
State Legislature 


H,M. Barney of Texarkana 


Author of Million Dol-, 


lar Measure 


CUTS PROPERTY TAX 


Described as Most Import- 


ant Step Taken by Ark- 


ansas Senate 


LITTLE ROCK-ifP)—The 
Arkansas* 


senate started toward enactment Fri- 
day a milHon-dollar-a-year tax re- 
duction law, 


Senator H. M. Barney of Texarkana, 


one of its authors, said the measure, 
two years in preparation, would re- 
duce the state's 8.7 mills levy against 
real and personal property between 
20 and 25 per cent Revenues for the 
tax reduction would come from the 
state's two per cent sales tax. 


The reduction would apply only to 


the state's two per cent sales tax, • in 
addition to. the homestead exemp- 
tion of up to J1000 valuation provided 
in a constitutional amendment adopt- 
ed at the last November general elec- 
tion. 


Sen. Hendrix Rowell, co-author of 


the measure, described it as one of the 
most important steps ever under- 
taken by the senate. 


Barney said it was his hope that in 


future years the'tax reduction fund 
could be built up to' such an extent 
that the state property tax could be 
eliminated entirely. 


Taken Prom Sales Tax 


The general property tax reduction 


fund was created in the Northcutt 
sales tax bill, sent to Gov. Carl E. 
Bailey for signature this'..Week. Under 
that bill, the free textbook and home- 
stead exemption funds receive seven 
and eight pfer cent, respectively of Jhe 
total tax'iritjome *jp to Jtnaxftnums of 
$350,000 annually for' homestead ex- 
emptions. The tax reduction fund will 
receive 325 per cent of-any surplus 
over this'total maximum -allotment of 
$850,000 a year. 


In addition, the Barney-Rowell bill, 


passed 32-0, adds to the tax reduction 
fund whatever funds Accruing under 
the present sales'tax law are uncol- 
lected on the date the Northcutt sales 
tax goes into effect. 2. Barney esti- 
mated these funds would amount to 
between $300,000 and $400,000. From 
this total, the bill'.would appropriate 
$1,000,000 annually for .the tax re- 
duction. 


Under the bill, the 8.7 mills state 


tax would continue to be levied against 
all real and personal property. To ef- 
feet the reduction, the state auditor 
would certify to the various county 
clerks each year the percentage rates 
upon which taxes should be collected 
in order that the total collections plus 
the total available in the tax reduc- 
tion fund would equal the total amount 
that would have been collected under 
the straight 8.7 mills, levy. 


Norrell Bill Passes 


A bill by Norrell of Monticello, 


transferring a number of balances in 
"obsolete" funds to the general rev- 
enue fund, passed 30-0. The author 
said between ?50,000 and $100,000 would 
be added to the general revenue fund 
by the bill, permit the payment of sal- 
aries of prosecuting attorneys by the 
state. 


The bill would instruct the treasurer 


to discontinue the bee tax fund, plant 
board cash fund, negro boys industrial 
school fund, oil well bonus fund, fund 
for printing acts of the 50th general 
assembly and publishing newspaper 
advertisements, hangar fund, criminal 
identification fund, children's home 
beverage fund, service bureau special 
fund and general revenue special fund. 
Any balances in these funds would be 
paid into the general revenue fund. 


The highway audit fund would be 


discontinued and its balance transfer- 
red to the bond refunding fund. Three 
racing funds would be consolidated 
,nto one. A blind pensions fund would 


discontinued and balances trans- 


ferred to the welfare fund. The gen- 
eral revenue fund also would receive 
any balance in the 50th general as- 
sembly fund, interest on all bonds be- 
longing to the state and 50 per cent of 
any balances in other funds pledged 
to bond service after obligations for 
any one fiscal year have been met. The 
remaining 50 per cent of such balances 
would go to the state charities fund. 


The senate refused to reconsider 


Friday the passage Thursday of the 
Thompson teachers' pension bi"- The 
measure passed 26-0, without discus- 
sion during a period set aside for "non- 
controversial" measures. Kimsey of 
Magnet called it up Friday for recon- 
sideration, saying he desired to give the 
senators a chance to understand "what 
they were voting on." 


Thompson resisted the move, de- 


claring that although the bill had not 
been debated at the time of its passage, 
it had been discussed thoroughly in 
committee, members had^ been cir- 
cularized on the measure and a num- 
ber of state-wide organizations had 
publicly recommended its enactment.

Sentences 


LITTLE ROCK—Floyd Hinkson, 38, 


and C. H. McCrary, 32, former at- 
tendants at State hospital, were found 
guilty of voluntary manslaughter by 
a First Division Circuit Court jury 
Friday night, which recommended a 
three-year sentence in. the penitentiary 
for each, for the fatal, beating January 
2 of M. L. Edmondson of Harrison, 50- 
year-old patient. 


The jury reported to Judge McGehee 


at 9 p. m. after delibering four hours 
and 42 minutes. The judge allowed de- 
fense-lawyers 10 days in which to file 
a motion for a new trial but: it'was 
considered unlikely that an appeal 
to tile Supreme Court will be taken. 


Edmondson was found dead in his 


cell at 4:50 a. m., January 3. A hospital 
externe examined the body, decided 
death was due to natural causes, and 
ordered it sent to the patient's former 
home at Harrison. 


Rumors of a fight in which Edmond- 


son was involved the day before he 
died led to an investigation. The at- 
tendants were arrested following an 
autopsy which indicated the patient 
had been beaten. 


Defendants Deuy Charges 


Closing arguments began after the 


noon recess. The case was given to the 
jury at 4:18 p. m. At 6 p. m. Judge Mc- 
Gehee was notified that there was 
little likelihood of a speedy verdict. 
He ordered the jurors to recess for 
dinner and told them to resume their 
deliberations at 7:30. 


Hinkson and McCrary told their stor- 


ies at the morning session- There were 
no other defense witnesses. They said 
they overpowered Edmondson after he 
"blew up"—hospital 
parlance 
de- 


scribing an insane patient going into 
a rage—and attacked Hinkson. There 
was no brutality they declared. 


McCrary, who has a wife and a six- 


month-old baby, testified that a "ter- 
rific" fight was. necessary to subdue 
the patient Edmondson weighed about 
200 pounds, he said.

WASHINGTON — (ft*) - An army 


medicfll officer declared Friday hook- 
worm, like typhoid fever, cholera, nnd 
dysentery, mnV be carried in drink- 
ing water. 


The disease, which Public Health 


Service officials estimated normally 
affects .1,000,000 persons in the United 
States, heretofore was believed to be 
transmitted only by Walking bare- 
footed over infested ground. 


The new concept and proof to sup- 


port it was offered by Maj. Clyde C. 
Johnston in The Military services. 


He also declared the anemia nor- 


mally associated with hookworm is 
•not caused by the worm but by lack 
of proi>er food. 


The new facts were uncovered,
